Paris, Jan. 27.— The Seine still Is 
rising, 
although 
the 
weather 
ha- 
moderated and the snowstorm has 
ceased. 
Half of the city Is In dark 
ness. 
In the gloom galloping orderlies 
are bearing instructions which can no 
longer be sent by telephone. The army 
of police, firemen and soldiers give the 
appearance of a city fighting for its 
life. 
Every minute brings graver dangers 
New areas are being inundated,. Quays 
are collapsing. 
Yawning chasms ap 
pear in the streets. 
The water of the 
Seine has invaded the entire labyrinth 
of underground Paris. 
It threatens 
ruin and destruction everywhere. 
What new disaster will come to the 
water logged city before the Seine be 
gins to fail no one can predict. Already 
the damage is officially estimated at 
$200,000,000, and every hour adds mil 
lions more. 
The catastrophe promises 
to exceed the limits of a national dis 
aster and become international. 
The 
death roll also is growing at a fright 
ful rate, and when the epidemic which 
now appears inevitable breaks out it 
will run into thousands. Already scar­ 
let fever has appeared among the 
refugees at Ovry. 


Talk cf City’s Destruction. 


Among the superstitious there Is I 
talk of the destruction of Paris as a 
result of the appearance cf Hailey’s 
comet, but it is not unusual the world I 
over to associate a visitation of this 
kind with the movements of heavenly ■ 
bodies. 
The authorities are facing 
the situation with brave hearts and 
are bending their energies to the res- | 
cue of the imprisoned and the succor | 
of the homeless. The public subscrip­ 
tions opened by the newspapers have j 
reached 
nearly 
$100,000, while 
the j 
Red Cross and other relief societies j 
have gone nobly to work. 
The extent of the floods In Paris I 
may be judged by the fact that about 
half the length of the quays within 
tho city are under water, which i3 
pouring into the streets, and thou­ 
sands of 
laborers and 
soldiers are 
working 
like mad 
to build cement 
walls to hold back the current. 
The 
foreign office and the Hotel Palais 
d’Orsay have been abandoned, as the 
cellars are full of water. 
The Con­ 
tinental hotel and many residences in 
tho aristocratic quarter are rapidly be­ 
ing evacuated. 
There is ten feet of 
water in the subway station in front 
of the Gare St. Lazare and the sink­ 
ing of the square threatens to carry 
down the adjacent buildings. 
At a conference between the offi­ 
cials of the chamber of commerce and 
MM. Cachery and Dupuy, ministers of 
finance and commerce respectsvely, it 
was decided to ask parliament to au­ 
thorize an extension of time for com­ 
mercial paper, because of the general 
disorganization of business. 
Besides the failure of tho gas and 
electric 
light 
plants 
Paris is con­ 
fronted with an oil famine. 
Scores 
of oil barges from Rouen are tied up 
in the Seine and the great depots of 
distribution in the outskirts of Paris 
ara 
flooded. 
The oil 
refineries at 
Rouen are endangered. 
The situation 
In the provinces is no better than in 
th* city. 


SET FIRE TO A LITTLE BOY 


Three Members of a Rival Gang Com­ 
mitted the Act. 
New York, Jan. 27.— In a “ war to the 
death” between the ’’Teddies” and the 
“ Gorillas,” two rival gangs of the up­ 
per East Side, eight-year-old Joseph 
l eader, a “ Gorilla,” was tied to a lamp 
post, gagged, his pockets stuffed with 
excelsior, and set afire. 
Three “ Ted­ 
dies” who tied and fired him fled after 
dropping lighted matches in his pock 
cts. 
He owes his life to chance pass­ 
ersby, who smothered the flames. 
The 
three 
“ Teddies,” all 
twelve 
years old, pleaded guilty in children’s 
court. 
"W e were just a-playtng,” they 
■aid. 
“ W e didn’t mean to burn Yea­ 
ger up; we only wanted to scare him 
a little for saying things about us.” 
They were paroled until April 21. 


Company’s Traffic 
Manager Says 
It 
Was Fifty-two Years Old. 
Helena, Mont., Jan. 27.— Sensational 
developments were brought out at the 
hearing by the state board of railroad 
commissioners of the alleged unjust­ 
ness of express rates in Montana. 
The board ordered all such com­ 
panies to make certain showings as 
to their operations, with the result 
that every concern operating in the 
state was represented not only by rate 
and traffic men, but also by prom­ 
inent legal counsel. 
J. D. Ludlow, New York traffic man­ 
ager for Wells, Fargo & Co., explained 
the 
“ melon” 
recently 
distributed 
among stockholders as being the ac­ 
cumulation of fifty-two years’ earn­ 
ings, not only by the express company, 
but also by the banks. 
He said ex­ 
press rates were made by multiplying 
the first class freight rate by two and 
one-half. 
Messrs. Cooper and Bennett of the 
Northern Express company, which op­ 
erates on the Northern Pacific line, 
gave evidence showing the value of 
its personal property to be $189,000 
and that It owned no real property. 
Its earnings 
for

year were 
1751,000 and from this an 8 per cent 
dividend on $5,000,000 capital stock 
was paid.

shall strike. 
The basic contract for the whole 
country is to be negotiated next week 
at Toledo.

Prices Are Higher In the United States 


Today Than in Any Other Country 


In the World— Cabinet Member Says 


Fundamental Difficulty Is That Peo­ 


ple Are Leaving the Farms. 


Philadelphia, 
Jan. 
27.—"It 
costs 
more to get the common necessities 
of life in the United States today than 
in any other country in the world.” 
This startling statement was made 
by James Wilson, secretary of agri­ 
culture, In an address delivered be­ 
fore the Manufacturers’ club of this 
city. Secretary Wilson discussed “the 
present food crisis” in a way that 
was original and forceful. 
“ Some 
people, 
he said, “ tell us 
that if we repeal the present tariff 
law to let in foreign products free of 
duty the present difficulty will cease. 
I do not believe it. Eggs are 35 cents 
a dozen in Canadian cities and CO 
cents a dozen in some American cit­ 
ies. 
The duty is 3 cents a dozen. 
What 
difference 
would 
it 
make 
whether you took off tuat 3 cents or 
not?” 
The secretary further stated that 
he believed with James J.! H ill that 
the American people are suffering at 
present, not so much from the high 
cost of living, as from the cost of high 
living. 
Secretary Wilson pointed out that 
the fundamental 
difficulty was that 
the people are leaving the farms to 
such an extent that there are not 
enough remaining to produce the food 
of the increasing population. 
“ It is up to you, gentlemen of the 
Manufacturers’ 
club, 
to 
look 
into 
these things. 
If you find my state 
ment to be correct, that tho people are 
leaving the farms to such an extent 
that there are not enough left to pro­ 
duce the food of our growing popula­ 
tion, take steps to have the young 
farmer taught regarding his life work. 
“ You should be giving instruction 
to 10,000 young men and women along 
these lines. 
In the winter time they 
might be getting theoretical knowl­ 
edge and be Introduced to applied sci­ 
ence. 
In the summer they should go 
Into the fields.” 
The secretary closed his plea for 
the 
agricultural 
education 
of 
tt’e 
young with the declaration that the 
worst farming is being done east of 
the Allegheny mountains.

Aim of Russian 
Exposer of Czar’s 
Spies Is Peaceful Revolution. 
Vlailimlr L. BourtseiT, tile czar’s en­ 
emy, the noted Russian revolutionist, 
who recently arrived in New York aud 
has been exposing the methods of the 
secret police system of the czar's gov­ 
ernment, said that he had come to 
America to rally Russians here to free­ 
dom's cause. 
The man to whom hundreds of Rus­ 
sian spies owe their downfall lias noth­ 
ing of the fanatic In his appearance. 
A pair of mild blue eyes beam kindly 
through his spectacles. 
The frost has 
settled la his hair, and the beard that 
wreathes his mouth is not at all of the 
bristling order. 
Ile bears none of the 
earmarks of the sleuth, but looks rath­ 
er like a harmless student. 
" I shall probably be here for a few 
months,” said Mr. Bourtseff. 
“ I in­ 
tend to lecture, to make known to 
those who are Interested tile real con­ 
ditions In Russia. 
The government of 
Russia Is a crime and an outrage as 
It now stands. 
I advocate a repub­ 
lican form of government or at least a 
strongly constitutional monarchy.

According to Investigations In Phila­ 
delphia and Abroad, Surgery, Long 
Hampered by Fear of Effect of Drugs 
on the Heart, Is Promised Wide Scope 
. by the Discovery. 


Y'cars of investigation by nottnl s u r­ 
geons for a perfect anaesthetic which 
w ould have no detrim ental effect on 
th e h e art or other vital organs of the 
p atien t have apparently been re w a rd ­ 
ed. 
Electricity has come to the relief 
o f the surgeon, and investigations go­ 
in g on in Philadelphia and abroad, ju st 
m ade public, chow th a t electricity is 
f a r superior to any of th e d ru g s now 
used to produce analgesia. 
T his discovery, lf confirmed by fu­ 
tu r e In ve^fira finns, as is confidently 


expected, 
w i l l m ean a r e v o l u t i o n of 
m odern m ethods o f surgery. 
Persons 
suffering from diseases th a t rail for 
operations, but w ho cannot get relief 
through d a n g er of d eath lf put under 
ether or chloroform , can be cured, for 
electricity 
when used as an an aes­ 
thetic has no had effect on th e heart. 
It produces a sta te of insensibility 
by acting on th e nerve cen te rs of the 
brain th a t is called “electric sleep.” 
Tin* sleep is not fatal, an d w hen the 
electric cu rren t Is opened the Influence 
Is Im mediately lost nnd th e patien t be­ 
comes conscious w ithout feeling any of 
the a fte r effects comm on w ith d ru g 
anaesthetics. 


Brings Dead to Life. 
Not only has electricity been found 
of service In surgical cases, but, ac­ 
cording to prelim inary com m unications 
recently su b m itted to medical journals 
by leading physicians, it can be used 
for resuscitating electrocuted anim als. 
T he investigators are confident th at 
if this idea is developed it will be only 
a short tim e before it will be possible 
to resuscitate hum an beings w ho have 
been electrocuted. 
T o Stephane Leduc of Naples the 
medical profession is Indebted for the 
com prehensive study of “ electric sleep.” 
Ile has conducted num erous experi­ 
m ents on anim als, most o f th e m being 
very successful, and other investigators | 
a re following in Ids footsteps. 
In th e U nited S tates th e chief in­ 
vestigator in this field lias been a 
w om an doctor of New York city, Dr 


Louise ti. Uobinovlteh. 
Dr. Ilobino 
vit<-Ii has perform ed som e o f th e most 
delicate operations know n to surgery 
w ith 
electricity 
as 
her 
anaesthetic 
and has been very successful. 
All her 
operations have been on anim als, the 
w ork being still too m uch in th e ex­ 
perim ental stage to be used freely on 
hum an beings. 


To Be Used In a Hospital. 
Some of the operations she has suc­ 
cessfully 
perform ed 
are 
trepanning 
w ithin exposure of th e brain, exposure 
of th e large arteries of the neck and 
operations calling fur abdom inal sec­ 
tions. 
She has found th a t electricity 
can be used in operations th at are 
eith er local or internal and with equal 
success. 
In som e cases w hen it Is used local­ 
ly th e patient is a w a k e and can see 
the operation, 
as 
w hen stovaine is 
used, w ithout experiencing any pain. 
A t th e P hiladelphia G eneral hospital 
th e city will shortly procure the nec­ 
essary a p p a ratu s to tx* used to produce 
tin* “electric sleep” and will conduct a 
series of ex haustive investigations. Dr 
M ihran K rikor K assabian, director of 
the B oentgen ray laboratory at the 
Philadelphia hospital, is now engaged 
on this w ork w ith Dr. Solomon Solls- 
Cohen.

A short tim e ago it w as announced 
by General M urray, chief of the U nit­ 
ed States coast artillery, in his annual 
report to the secretary of w ar th a t 
after years- o f endeavor It had been 
found 
possible 
to 
p lan t 
sub m arin e 
mines in tho deep w aters of the Race 
at the eastern end of Long Island 
•eund. 
Uutll quite recently it had not 
beou possible to plant them in w ater 
more than 125 feet in depth. 
The 
P ace approxim ates 200 fi*et in depth. 
The accom plishm ent of tills feat closes 
the gap in the line of Now York city ’s 
defense most dillicult to shut. 
T he 
announcem ent of this fact also prac­ 
tically m arks the successful close of a 
series of experim ents w ith mines to 
inako them more effective as engines 
of war.

G roups of mines 
' are connected by electric cables with 
I sw itchboards inclosed in casem ates ou 
shore. 
On these sw itchboards, or op­ 
erating boards, as they are called, are 
electric bulbs, one for each mine, and 
a boll. 
W hen a mine is touched by 
a vessel a circuit is completed through 
the mine and 
the operating board.

I spending to the mine shines out, in­ 
dicating w hich mine lias been touched 
I and. therefore, the ex act location of 
I th e Teasel.
